THE WHITE HOUSE 
To Toe CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES: 


The report of the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission, 
which I am transmitting to the Congress today; presents cogent sugges-~ 
tions for commemoration of the 200th anniversary of the birth of our 
nation, 


I strongly endorse the Commission's primary recommendations that: 
p 


-- The commemoration be national in scope, seeking to involve 
every State, city and community; . 


-- The Bicentennial be a focal point for a review and reaffirmation 
of the principles on which the nation was founded and for a new under- 
standing of our heritage; 


~- This be the occasion for looking ahead, for defining and dedicating 
ourselves to our common purposes, and for speeding the accomplishment 
of specific local projects responsive to our changing national priorities. 


The goal which the Commission has established is most appropriate 
for our nation at this time: "to forge a new national commitment, a new 
spirit for '76, a spirit which vitalizes the ideals for which the Revolution 
was fought; a spirit which will unite the nation in purpose and dedication 
to the advancement of human welfare as it moves into its third century. " 


I concur with the Commission's concept of a Bicentennial Era with 
its focal point in 1976, 


The Commission is now moving from the planning to the development 
stage of the Bicentennial Era. To assist it in its task, I have these com- 
ments on some specific areas: 


On Making the Celebration National in Scope 


1. lLinvite the Bicentennial Commissions now formed or forming in 
each of the fifty States, along with Puerto Rico, the District of Columbia, 
and the Territories, to share in a special effort to ensure active and 
“nationwide participation in the celebration of America's 200th birthday. 

In the year preceding July 4, 1976, I invite each of thase areas to accept 
the responsibility for a single week in which national focus would be on 
that area's local traditions and commemorative activities, in a way that 
would permit the nation and the world to observe both our historic develop- 
ment and our local activities to meet the challenges of the third American 
century, 

2, The Commission urges a "multi-city exposition" and quite properly 
concludes "there should be no commercially-oriented world's fair in the 
traditional sense anywhere in the nation during the Bicentennial Era," I 
agree, There can be no single Bicentennial city. Nor is any traditional 
type of world's fair in one city adequate to the challenge of a national 
celebration, 


more 
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However, since American civilization has drawn on the genius and 
traditions of nations throughout the world, and has contributed as well 
to their development, we should actively encourage international partici- 
pation in our celebration, To do this in an orderly and well-planned way, 
we should select a principal site on which that international participation 
can focus. Philadelphia, site of the signing of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, and the creation of our Constitution, would be the natural place for 
this activity. 


Accordingly, J am now instructing the Secretary of State to proceed 
officially with appropriate registration procedures with the Bureau of 
International Expositions for an international exposition in Philadelphia 
in 1976, Such an exposition, however, is to be primarily cultural, 
inspirational and non-commercial in character, with the emphasis on 
quality rather than size. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Public Law 91-269, Iam directing the 
Secretary of Commerce to review the financial and other support to be 
secured for the Philadelphia exposition from both government and private 
sources and, together with David J. Mahoney, Chairman of the Commission, 
and George P, Shultz, Director of the Office of Management and Budget, 
to report to me the result of this review. 


If suitable financing arrangements can be worked out, Philadelphia 
can be an exciting focal point for international participation in a way that 
will carry forward the regard of our Founding Fathers for 'the opinion 
of mankind" without in any way restricting the scope of the celebration 
to a single city. In fact I hope that foreign visitors and visiting groups, 
including artists and performers, will travel to every corner of the nation 
and participate in as many Bicentennial events as possible, 


3. It would be appropriate for the nation's capital to play an important 
role in helping to set the tone for the national celebration. Ihave already 
made known my support for such long-range projects as a new rapid transit 
system, the Federal City Bicentennial Development Corporation, and an 
acceleration of urban renewal plans. I am directing Chairman Mahoney 
to begin a series of meetings with Mayor Washington, the National Capital 
Planning Commission, Chairman Mark Evans of the National Capital 
Historic Region Bicentennial Committee, Counsellor to the President 
Laniel P, Moynihan and Director Shultz to define specific plans and costs 
for my review and to recommend ways to achieve community participation 
in the planning and development process. 


4, The Commission report asks the City of Boston "to develop a 
program to explore and examine the revolutionary roots of America through 
its great historical resources"! and endorses the completion of Miami's 
permanent Trade and Cuitural Center (Interama) "'as a part of the Bicen- 
tennial observance, '' These plans, as well as others from cities in other 
sections of the country, are to be strongly encouraged. 


‘ a The Commission pointed out that improved travel facilities would 

contribute greatly to a successful Bicentennial celebration, ''and expressed 
particular interest in special urban corridor projects in the Northeast which 
would not only expedite the flow of visitors from one historical site to 
another, but would also provide permanent benefits for a significant 
percentage of the American population. I am instructing Secretary Volpe 
and Director Shultz to analyze these projects, including costs and timing, 
and to submit their recommendations to me. 
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Cin Finance and Organization 


1, Iwill refrain from making commitments to any particular project 
recommended by the Commission until timing and cost data are submitted 
and studied. As policy choices and costs become evident, Chairman 
Mahoney will resubmit some of these recommendations to the Commission 
and will inform me of the Commission's preferences. 


2. The Commission will have important operational responsibilities: 
the Bicentennial Calendar, publications, films, the setting of standards and 
the coordination and rnonitoring of many projects closely tied to the national 
celebration, It may be advisable to enlarge the Commission and constitute 
it as the "Board of Directors" of a corporate structure equipped to deal with 
operating functions, lam asking Chairman Mahoney to meet with Director 
Shultz and to recommend to me a plan for future Commission organization 
and funding. 


On the Overall Theme 

A "Festival of Freedom" does not, in my opinion, grasp the unique 
character of the American experience, True, this event will be festive, 
colorful and affirmative; yet it must also be thoughtful, profound and 
searching, 

There is a phrase in the Declaration of Independence that is basec on 
English political philosopher John Locke's concept of "life, liberty and 
property" being the inalienable rights of man. Thomas Jefferson's dream 
for the new nation transcended the material; he saw property rights not 
as an end in itself, but as one means to human happiness, 

For that reason, he substituted the phrase "the pursuit of happiness, " 
and that ideal has constantly reasserted itself -- most recently as a 
renewed concern for "the quality of life, "' 


That thread is woven through the fabric of American life over two 
centuries, It keeps us from getting smug about our success; it reminds 
us of the need for the spiritual as we attain more of our material needs; 
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it keeps us moving, growing, changing for the better. 

Improving the quality of life is, in a sense, a more compelling concept 
in this era of advanced technology than it was in the time of Jefferson. I 
believe that this is the area in which we wiil find the fundamental theme for 


our anniversary observance of the continuing revolution that is the United 
States of America.

PROPOSED PLAN, SCHEDULE, AND CASH FLOW PROGRAM 
FOR PHILATELIC-NUMISMATIC COMBINATION REVENUE PROGRAM 


Objective: 
To provide the first commemorative item for public consumption 
and a model revenue program for the realization of unobligated 
revenue to support administrative expansion of the Bicentennial 
Commission. This model revenue program has been developed by 
the ARBC staff to meet the objectives cited above and is hereby 
BUM tcted by the Start to the Chairman of the Advisory Panel on 
Coins and Medals and members for their review and comment. 
Based on the guidance of the Panel, such a program may be placed 


werere the Conmession. for consideration. 


Decinition: 
Pepi latelic-numvematicscombination (PNC) is the packaging 
of a commemorative medal with a commemorative stamp (usually 
representing one specific event) in a specially designed 
envelope which is postmarked and cancelled on the eventful 


date at a pertinent, historical location. 


Concept: 
To establish by legislation a commemorative bicentennial 
medal and utilize an appropriate stamp as 1971 bicentennial 
objects to perpetuate the Bicentennial Era for the American 
public and to be of particular significance £60 the pitlareiie 
and numismatic communities. These two commemorative articles 
would be used by the ARBC as a revenue program to develop 
funds for supporting the Bicentennial. ,The PNC program 
completion date for distribution would be 4 July 1971. 
Production would be limited in number to 1 million units. 
Each package would be serialized and medal mint marked. 

These 1 million PNC serialized units would be sold to 
the public on a first-come, first-serve basis with advanced 
subscription required, purchase dates not to exceed 60 days, 
and the closing date to precede distribution 4 July 1971, by 
AS dane. 

A series of 6 medals and stamps would be minted and 
printed, or purchased respectively, 2e., 12911, 19724277 
1974, 1975, and 1976. The production of these units would 
begin in 1971 with. the preductton.of 1) mitlion unite:

All PNC's would be issued on the 4th of July of each 
year. The PNC packaging (which is presently under patent)

The Treasury Department opposes the minting of special-event, 
non-circulating commemorative coins. One has not been authorized since 
1951 and none minted since 1954, 

Such special-event commemorative coins do not circulate, doinot 
serve as a medium of exchange, are not readily available and recognizable 
to the public, invade production capacities of the Mint, and, our experience 
has shown, have been the subject of hoarding and profiteering. In short, 
commemorative coins tend to defeat the purpose of the coinage system. 

Commemorative coinage requires special authorizing legislation. 
The 76th Congress investigated the abuses that in the past have surrounded 
the issuance of commemoratives. Prior to this action, Congress enacted 
a public law prohibiting any design changes more frequently than every 25 
years in order to prevent a multiplicity of designs on coins which tended 
to confuse the public and lessen confidence in the Federal monetary sates 

. On three separate occasions President Eisenhower vetoed 


legislation providing for 50 cent commemorative pieces to commemorate 


such events as the sesquicentennial of the Louisiana Purchase, the 


Sian 

tercentennial of the founding of the city of Northampton, Massachusetts, 
and the tercentennial of the founding of New York City. On each of these 
occasions President Eisenhower noted that the principal objection to 
commemorative coins is that they detract from the fundamental function 
of the coinage as a medium of exchange. 

President Truman similarly vetoed a bill to strike commemorative 
coins of the 100th anniversary of the organization of Minnesota as a 
PPeErritory. 

He did, however, approve the minting of commemorative coins 
honoring the late Booker T. Washington and the 100th anniversary cf 
the admission of Iowa into the Union, but at the time issued a statement 
that he would have much preferred to approve legislation authorizing 
commemorative medals in lieu of standard coins. 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt issued a Memorandum of 


Disapproval when he was asked to authorize a 50 cent piece commemorating 


the 400th anniversary of the journey and exploration of Francisco 
Vasquez de Coronado. At that time he made note of the alarming increase 
in the demand for legislation authorizing special coins to commemorai¢c 
‘a wide variety of historical events. 
Citing one ten year period, 1920 to 1930, President Roosevelt 


noted that 15 issues of 50 cent pieces of special design were authorized 


to be coined to commemorate historical events. That is an average of 


Le Tee 
one oor every eight months with the aggregate number of coins 
authorized me be struck in excess of 13, 000, 000 pieces. 

President Hoover also refused to authorize a 50 cent piece 
commemorating the 75th anniversary of the Gadsden Purchase. He 
was adamant that sound monetary practices should not be disrupted or 
diverted to other uses and termed the use of commemorative coins as 
unsuitable and unwise. 

You might well point out that 1976, ‘the 200th anniversary of the 
founding of our nation, is such an important milestone in our history 
and will be so widely celebrated and publicized that confusion and 
conflict will not arise out of the issuance of a commemorative coin and 
that it will, in fact, be rapidly accepted into the mainstream of the 
marketplace. 

But, as I said earlier, when commemorative coins are released 
to the public, time and again they are quickly taken out of circulation by 
coin collectors and dealers for hoarding and commercial purposes. 

The Treasury Department, naturally, abhors commercial profiteerin.

When Congress has authorized a commemorative, the intent has 
been for the requesting organization to profit from the sale of the coins

Again experience has shown that coin dealers have Seat heavily 
of the limited issues and resold them at premium prices. This 
exploitation of commemoratives, of course, defeats the intent of Congress. 
And it is repugnant to the Treasury Department which supplies them at 
cost for sale at a reasonable markup by a worthy organization desiring 
operating revenue and not for the purpose of private and unseemly protit. 

Another objection to commemoratives is that the authorization of 
a single commemorative opens the flood gates to other requests. 

Far too many organizations can mount impressive campaigns 
relative to the importance of a variety of anniversaries and other evenis 
of local and national significance they deem worthy of celebration and a 
commemorative coin struck to memorialize it. 

Despite the initial enthusiasm, public interest has not always 
matched the pie in the sky claims of the sponsoring organizations. 

Since these coins are never meant to circulate with the regular coinage, 
large quantities have been returned to the mints for melting, which 
places an added burden upon the facilities of the Mint. 

A few examples of commemoratives returned to the Mint for 
melting include the 5, 000, 000 Stone Mountain Memorial 50 cent pieces 


authorized for minting in 1925. 2,314,000 were struck and 1, 000, 000 


of these were returned for melting.

In 1926, 1,000,000 50 cent pieces were authorized to commemorate 


the Sesquicentennial of the Declaration of Independence.

In 1937, 50,000 Antietam 50 cent pieces were authorized. 
50,000 were coined. 32,000 were returned for melting. 

In 1946, 5, 000, 000 Booker T. Washington 50 cent pieces were 
authorized. Subsequently, 3,166,000 were coined and 1, 571, 631 were 
returned for melting. 

The list goes on and on. 

There's no doubt that the 200th birthcay of our country is an 
auspcious occasion. But the Treasury Department is opposed to striking 
a commemorative coin to celebrate the event for the reasons given. 

The date 1976 on the regular issue o; all United States coins will 
have great significance in commemorating the 200th anniversary and it 
is anticipated that the production of that year's coinage will have io be 
greatly increased to meet the collectors’ Cemand and to meet the normal 
use of coins in daily commerce. 

The Mint also plans to create a special package noting the 200th 


> 
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anniversary for its proof and uncirculatec Mint sets sold during 
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and will make a maximum number ae these a available to the public. 
It would be appropriate for the Mint to produce the national medal 

in honor of the nation's 200th anniversary, and the Mint is prepared 

to release it at cost to the Bicentennial Commission for distribution and 


sale. 
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If approved, the Mint could make a limited issue of the national 
medal in silver for use as awards or for other special purposes. 

However, in order to obtain the widest circulation of a medal at 
a reasonable price, the Mint suggests that the bay eeattedsl be struck 
in quantity in bronze. 

We would also like to see a national campaign launched by the 
commission inviting the nation's artists to submit designs for this mecal 
with the entries to be judged by a panel of experts’ cognizant of the special 
requirements of committing an artistic design to metal. 

The Mint would also like to revive its series of Revolutionary War 
medals. These have great historical appeal and could be attractively 
packaged for distribution and sale as a set or individually. 

Each of the 50 states, no doubt, would also like to have its own 


official state medal. The producticn of the state medals could best be 


handled by the private mints.

This blank column hopefully will serve two purposes: 
one, it will enable the individual panel member to jot 
down his suggestions in advance of the meeting, and 
two, it can serve as a means of recording the final 
decisions of the panel. 


Nickel Silver - A low cost combination ‘of Nickel, Copper 
and Zinc, available in differing percentages depending 
upon the priorities of desirability: Hardness, Tarnish, 
Degree of relief striking, and consumer. price. 


Bronze —- 90% Copper and 102 Zinc. 

silver = 903° Silver and 10% Copper. 

Sterling Silver - 92-172% Silver and 7-1/2% Copper. 

Gold (18kt.) = 75% Gold: and 25% Copper. 

Solid Gold - 99.99% Gold. 

Design - The design of all medals receiving an official 
designation by the ARBC must be approved by the ARBC 

Design Director. The purpose of this item in the matrix

Pecead i guseencept fOr the PNC, this item is a routine 
specification. In the Awards Medals these would have 
an individual hinged case, a cover box therefor and a 
package container for twelve or a gross, and/or decimal 
quantities. Same for the State Medals and Solo Commem- 
Orative Medals, if such there be, although the quality 
of the hinged case would increase as the metal content 
became more valuable. 


In the PNC some form of First Day Cover envelope is needed 
to accommodate both the first day of medal issue and the 
first day of stamp issue. Which is better: a tamper 
proof envelope or an open one? Should there be a wallet- 
like container for the envelope? 


Inventory ~ Except for the States Medals the maintenance 
of an inventory and packaging materials therefor is again 
a routine specification based on volume estimates (see 18 
below). But in order to supply a set of States Medals 
some body or bodies will have to underwrite the mainte- 
nance of a physical inventory from perhaps 3 or 4 medal 
Strikers. Suggestions on "who" are sought from the Panel. 





Promotion - Insofar as the Awards Medal is concerned, 

this is no problem. On the Commemorative Medal, be it 
SOto wor inpa PIN... af the Medal’is struck by the U. S. 
Mint the Assay mailing list in San Francisco which now 
totals in excess of 2,000,000 names of collectors (prob- 
ably mostly coin) would be available as a promotion device. 
It is also possible (the Treasury and Mint are investi- 
Talli) iar ichie ist could be used for an official ARBC 
recognized set of States Medals. Use of the list is 
costly, but could be handled by ARBC on an anticipated 
apportionment basis rather than requiring a Congressional 
appropriation. Another possibility is the underwriting 
Piece a tod Of promotion by the Private Sector.

any event, it would appear that the RFP should contain a 
requirement that the bidder delineate his promotion plan(s)

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Handling Orders and Distribution -'It's possible that 
these two functions could or should be separate.

as well as answering correspondence inquiries, etc. 
Distribution should be defined as meaning more than 

the ability to take a package eut of inventory, label 

it and mail ior ‘Ship We... -lte involves ithe seer uP OG 
outlets (particularly for the set of States Medais) such 
as banks, perhaps post offices, dealers, etc. 


Production Capacity Guarantee - Almost self explanatory, 
depending upon a range of estimated volumes (18 below) 
each bidder should be asked to state and guarantee 
production capacity and to justify the guarantee with 
delineation of available equipment and available time 
thereon. 





Other Services - This is a space to record thoughts of 
Panel members on other possible RFP specifications and 
definitions not covered by the above. It is also a 
space which would permit the bidder to make suggestions 
as well as to bring attention to his versatility and 


qualifications. 





Estimated Volume = Perhaps the hardest of all, but most 
necessary in order to evaluate bidder responses. What 

we need is the best educated guesstimates for the Set

This question will 
also be asked of the bidders responding, but we are hope- 
ful to be able to give them some parameters in advance.
